14: ZJolineſs without which no Man ſhall ever ſee the 


Lord: And, in a little time, Men became as 
reformed in their Manners, as they were illu- 
minated in their Underſtandings. Superſtition 


and [dolatry began every where to decay, and

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and Living God. Juſtice and Piety, Meck- 
neſs and Humility, Mercy and Charity; all 
the moſt. lovely Graces and Ornaments of a 
Chriſtian Life, appeared in the Manners and 
Converſation of choſe who embraced the Goſ- 
pel. By theſe they both ſurprized, and ſi- 
5 hat their Enemies: Whilſt by the Influence 
which their good Inſtruction had upon them, 
they ſhew'd to what Heights it is poſſible for 
thoſe, who aretruly taught of God, (enlightned 
by his Word, and ſanctified by his Holy 
Spirit) to attain in the Practice of Piety; and 
how great the Benefit of ſuch an instruction 
oughr to be eſteemed by all of us. 
Give me Leave, for the farther Woſteation 
of this Remark, to add yet one Inſtance more 
which, I think, ſhould never be forgotten by 


us. When, in Proceſs of Time, even this 


great Bleſſing of the Goſpel-Revelation „ 


loſe very much of its Influence upon Mens 


Minds; and the Corruption of its Truths 


brought i in a ſad Degeneracy of Morals into 


the Church: And, for the Puniſhment of both, 
God permitted the barbarous Nations to break 
in upon his Vineyard on every Side; and a 
general Ignorance and Superſtition to over- 
c n the Face of Chriſtendom: How did it 
B pleaſe 
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pleaſe God, by the Means of a better Inſtruction, 
to bring on a glorious Reformation of thoſe 


Errors and Abuſes, which had ſo fatally cor- 


rupted, and almoſt utterly ſubverted, the Truth 


of the Goſpel? As Learning revived, and Men 
began more _—_— to underſtand the Doctrine 


of Chriſt, ſo did they proportionably improve 
both in their own Manners, and the crue 


Worſhip of God. Inſtead of that Form of

ure, contented themſelves before; and thoſe 


Outward Obſervations in which they had been 
wont to place almoſt the Sum of their Re- 
ligion; they now began to comend in good 
Earneſt aſter the inward Power, and Purity,' of 
ir.

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And will therefore be fo far from affording 
any Argument againſt the Uſefulneſs of a Reli- 
tous Education, that, on the contrary, it will 
45 the more plainly to prove the Advantage 
of it. 1 WL: 

I ſhall not need to ſay, what a ſad Neglect 
of good Inſtruftion did for many Years prevail 
among us. How little Care was taken not only 
by thoſe of the meaneſt Degree, (tho by them 
more eſpecially,) but by too many of a higher 
Rank, of the Education of their Children. 
How inſtead of being taught of God; bred up 
to the Knowledge of their Duty to Him, and 
in a conſcientious Regard to the Practice of 
it; they were either altogether un- inſtructed 
in the Principles of Religion; or rather, were 
encouraged, by the ill Examples of thoſe with 
whom they converſed, to deſpiſe both the 
Knowledge, and Service of God; and to do 
thoſe things which were deſtructive to their 
Salvation. But ſure I am, whoſoever ſhall 
conſider how ſtrangely our Youth was neg- 
lected in this particular; what little Regard: 
both Parents, and Maſters of Families, were 
wont to have of their Children, and Servants, 
. as to their Knowledge of their Duty to God, 
and their conſtant fulfilling of it, may juſtly 
a "a . tear, 
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fear, that the Complaint which God hereto- 
fore made againſt. che Jews, might bur too 
juſtly have been apply'd to our ſelves; Hof. 
in. 6. My People are deftray'd for lack. of Know- 
ledge: And that che Increaſe of Wickednefs, 


about that Time more eſpecially, among us, 


cannot be more reaſonably aſcribed to any 


other Cauſe, than to the Want of that Religious 
Inſtrufion and Education, which would at once 


both have better caught them their Duty, and 


have more effectually diſpoſed them to the 


Practice of it. | 


Nay but (2dh,) What if inſtead of being 
taught of God, it has been our Misfortune to 


have had our Children rather taught of the 


Devil; bred up, not according to the Truth 
or Piety of the Goſpel, but with ſuch Prin- 
ciples, and in ſuch Courſes, as naturally tend 
to the overthrowing of both; This, I fear, 


has been too much our Cafe : And then what 


Wonder, if, inſtead of a right Knowledge of

But, (-3dly,) and to come yet more direct 
ly up to the Point in Hand: It is not pre- 
tended that the beſt Hiſtruction in the World 
will always attain its Endz nor ought it 
therefore to be any Exception againſt the Bene 
fit of ſuch an Iuſtruction, if it ſometimes chances \ 
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{-God: has given to Mankind: 4 Halde of 
W; ll, and. He deals. {with cus; upon the. Suppo- 
ſcion of it. He has endued us with Reaſon 
to diſcern between Good and Evil: He has im- 
Ba upon our Minds the natural Norions of 

both; and by the Revelation: of the Goſpel,” has 
yet more fully inſtructed us in the Knowledge 
of our Duty. There He has ſhewn us what 
is Fit, and Right; and what He requires us 
both to Believe, 2 Do, in order to our Sal- 
vation. And the more to diſpoſe us to be- 
lie ve, and do accordingly, He has therein fur- 
ther revealed to us a clear Account of our 
future State; and what He has prepared for 
us in the other World, according as we ſhall 
be careful, or not, to live ſo as He requires of 
us in, this. Mo: Is 

Io aſſiſt us in our Duty, and encourage 
us to ſet our ſelyes the more vigorouſly to the 
Practice of it; Hle has not only promiſed us 
the Forgivenels of our Sins through the Me- 
rirs of his Son; whom He for: that End chieſ-

pitiation for them 5 but has. moreover provided 
a Remedy for the Weaknels, and Corruption,

ſtrengthen us againſt Temptation; and bock

But ſtill God forces no Man's Wil: He 1 


 firdias no one either to believe i in, or to ſerve. 
Him, whether he will or no. He has done 
all that was needful either to juſtify Himſelf, 


or to ſave us. He has ſhewn us what our 


Duty is; He has ſet before us the ſtrongeſt 


Motives, that it was poſſible to offer rational 


Creatures, to engage us to fulfil it; and He 
has promiſed us the greateſt Aſſiſtances to 
enable us ſo to do. And it cannot be doubt- 
ed but that it muſt be of the utmoſt Ad- 


vantage to any one to be throughly inſtruct- 


ed in, and convinced of, all this. To be 


poſſeſs d with a hearty Senſe of the Goodneſs 


and Mercy of God; of the Love and Satis- 


faction of Chriſt; of the great and uncon- 


ceivable Happineſs of Living well; and of 
the extreme Peril of doing Otherwiſe. But if, 
after all, Men will be brutiſh and wicked; 

if they either will not conſider their Duty and 


ay Intereſt, or will reſolve to periſi in Op- 
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poſizion to both; they have their Liberty; 
they may do as they pleaſe, Nor will this 
prove any thing more, than that ſuch Perſons 
will have acted as ynreaſonably, as they have 
done wickedly : And muſt expect to ſuffer by 
ſo much the greater Damnation, by how 
muckthe more they have rejected the beſt Means, 
and moſt endearing, as well as moſt pawerfy] 
Motives, and Aſſiſtances, to bring them to Sal-

The Sum then of this whole Matter is 
this: That to, be taugbt of Cad; to be in- 
ſtructed in the true Knowledge and Service 
of Ged, and of the great Obligations which 
lie upon us to werſhip and obey Him as we 
aught to do; is one of the higheſt Privileges 
and Advantages, that any one can he intituled 
to in this World. It is the beſt, and moſt 
likely Means, to bring us 40-2 Life of Holi- 
nels here; and, in Conſequence thereof, to e- 
ternal Happineſs hereafter.

ther Mens Happineſs, as well as their own. 
It will ſhew them the Reafonableneſs of liv- 
ing as becomes the Members of the fame Ci-- 
vil Society: Will make them dutiful and o- 
bedient to their Superiours; juſt and upright 
towards their Equals; loving and charitable, 
pitiful and compaſſionate, towards all Men; 

but eſpecially ſuch as ſhall either need, or 
deſire, their Aſſiſtance. This will at once 
both diſpoſe Men to honeſt Labour and In- 
duſtry, and enable them ro employ them 


ſelves in ſome uſeful way, to their own, and 
the publick Welfare. And when to all this 
wie ſhall add, that by ſuch an early and good 
Inſtruction, Men wilt. be tanghe upon found 
Principles to believe, that their Duty to God 


re- 


| live, and act, after ſuch a Manner as is re- 
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es ap argue upon, ſuch» Principles, as not 


requires fo to act, as their own Intereſt, 


and the DiRates of anna Reaſon, thus im- 
proved, would of themſelves have prompted 
them to do: That not only the Peace and 
Happineſs of this Life, depends: upon the con- 
ſtant and conſcientious diſcharge of theſe 
Social Duties, but that they are equally con- 
cern d to perform them, in order to their ob- 
raining the Reward of 3 Other: Either it muſt 


be ſaid that the care ful, and regular, Exerciſe 


and Obſervation of cheſe, and the like Ver- 
tues, does not tend to promote the Peace, 
and Well. Government, of any People; or 
(becauſe that cannot be 4 it muſt be 
granted, that where ſuch a good Inſtruction, 


and Education, is generally encouraged, and 


provided for, in any State or Country, it will 
be likely to have ſuch happy Effect, as I 
am now ſpeaking of, co. procure the publick 
Safety and Welfare of as. 

Far for what concerns the * Providence of 
Ged towards ſuch a People; if we may be 
permitted, either from the Experience of what 


has beeu the uſual Method of that, in all Places, 


to conclude hat u may reafonably- hope ſhall 


continue to be the Effect of it; or may ber al- 


only

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only ſeem to give the beſt Account of the Di- 
vine Diſpenſations towards Civil Societies, but are 
pointed out to us by God bimſelf, in the Holy 
Scriptures, 4s the ſtated Rules and Meaſures, of 
his Procedure with regard to them: They will 
both furniſh us with abundant Reaſons to be- 
lieve, that nothing can be more likely to 
ſecure the Favour of God to any People, than 
a: general Encouragement of the Religious

Inſtitution, and Education of all its Children, 
wilt de likely to do. 
For let us enquire now of the Ages that 
have been before us, and let us ask from one 

End of the Earth even to the other; When 

did God ever give up any People to Ruine 

and Deſolation, till their Sins and Impieties 
had proyoked Him ſo to do? Or what Ac- 

counts do the ſacred Writings furniſh us 
with of his Judgments, not only againſt the 
Jews, his' own peculiar Inheritance, bur all the 
other Nations round about them, bur only 
this; That they had filld up the Meaſure of 
their Iniquities z and were therefore appointed 
by Him to Deſtruction, becauſe their Wick- 
edneſs had made them ripe: for it. 

Private Perſons may live well, and yet fall 

under very grievous Trials, when the Wiſ⸗ 


— 
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dom; or even Goodneſs of God, ſhall make 
Him think it fit for them to be exercis d by 
them: Becauſe there is a4 Time coming, a fu- 
ture State, in which they ſhall be abundantly 
rewarded for their Sufferings. And, for the 
ſame; Reaſon; they may allo do wickedly, 
and yet continue to proſper in theit Ways; 
becauſe they ſhall be calld to account fot 
it in the other World, and there receive the 
full Puniſhment of their Evil Doings. But 
this is not the Caſe with publick Societies: 
Theſe will all be diſſolvd with this preſent 
World, and have no Continuance in the o- 


ther. And therefore we may the rather con- 


clude, That the Rewards of publick Virtue 
and Piety; and the Puniſhinents of open Pro- 
faneneſs, Idolatry, and Impiety, generally 
practisd in any Nation; and if not allow'd, 
yet not ſuppreſs d as it ought to be; ſhall be 
diſpens d now, in this preſent Time: As God 


1 declar d to the Jews, that they ſhould 


be; and as the Hiſtories, not only of that 
People, but of all other States and Countries, 
allure us they, commonly, have been: 

If therefore the Care of inſtructing Perſons 


'M aright, but eſpecially of breeding vp our 


Children in an early Knowledge, and _

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of their Duty, and to a conſtanc Diſcharge 
of it; will be the moſt likely Way to pro- 
mote the Service of God, and the Practice 
of true Religion, and Piety, in any Nation; 
as it cannot be doubted but that it will: We 
may then, upon all theſe Accounts, have 


good Reaſon to conclude, (which was my 


Second Obſervation) That it will alſo thereby 


contribute to the publick Peace, and Proſperity, 


of every ſuch People; and chat where the one 
is carefully done, che other will generally 
be found to be the Effect of it. 
And here chen let us ſtop, and enquire, 
What our own Condition is with reſpect to che 
former of theſes that ſo we may be able che 
better to judge what we have to hope for as to 
the-ilatter, "| © 5 85 28. 
And indeed II think I may venture to ſay, 
that if ever any People might juſtly flatter 
themſelves, that A, their Children were taugbt 
of Gad ; we of this Church and Nation may, 


upon, the ſureſt Grounds, preſume ſo to do. 


To paſs by the many other Inſtances of 


the Improvements which have been made, 
within theſe few Years laſt paſt, of Religi- | 


ous Inſtruction, and the Service of God, a-

To ſay nothing of that, which nevertheleſs

Flome; and for the * Planting of Churches 


and Miniſters, where, till now, never any 


were ſent or ſettled. Abroad: And both 
theſe for the ſame End, of a more perfect In- 


ſtruction of the People in their Duty to 


God; and the better to aſſiſt them in the Per- 


formance of it. s, 

To omit, Laſtly, the mention of thoſe vo- 
luntary Societies which have been form'd for 
the very Purpoſe of what I am now ſpeak- 


ing; viz. for the * Propagating of Chriſtian 


Knowledge ; and for the Improvement of that 
Knowledge by the * 


and the careful Suppreſſion of all open Vice and 
Inmorality: And theſe alſo both approv'd of, 
and countenanc d by, publick Authority. 

i.” EY 5 N Who 
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Who can behold this preſent Aſſembly, 
and ſee here ſo many Thouſands of poor 
Children, All taught of God; inſtructed upon 
Charity, the Gift and Work of God; and 
bred up to the Knowledge, and Service of 
God, through Jeſus Chriſt; and then conſi- 
der what Multitudes of other poor Children 
are inſtructed upon the like Charity, in the 
ame Principles of Truth and Piety, in all 
the other Parts of this Kingdom; and not 
be foro d to confeſs that we are, in this reſpectz 
a wiſe and underſtanding People: And that ne- 
ver any Nation, either had the LORD their 
God better known, or his Commandments 
more carefully inculcated upon the Minds 
and Hearts of all its Children, than our Na- 
tion has at this Day! 
But I muſt not ſtop here: Our Children 
are not only thus early, and carefully, in- 
ſtructed in their Duty; but that they may be 
allo taught of God, in the other, and more 
ſpiritual, Meaning of that Expreſſion; they 
are train d up in the Practice of that Piety 
in which they are inſtructed; and are at 
once both inform d what they ought to do, 
and accuſtom'd to the doing of it. |

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How great the Benefit of ſuch an early Ha- 
bit of Virtue and Piety, ſettled and rooted in 
them, may be likely co prove to them in all 
the following Courſe of their Lives, I ſhall 

not need to ſay. Every one knows how much 
eaſier it ĩs to prevent evil Habits, than to break 
them: Aud if any thing in the World can 
make Men firmly Good, this muſt be the 
Prov. xxi.6. ways We . mult train wp our Youth in the Courſe 
they ought to take, and then we may hope that 
when they are Old, they will not depart from it. 
Nor is it any {mall Benefit to the Security 
of our Children in their Good way, that they 
are not only chus inſtructed in the Knowledge 
of their Duty, and the Obligations which lie 
upon them to fulfil it, and accuſtomed from 
the Beginning ſo to do; but are moreover bred 
up to Labom and Induſtry; are uſed to be Ho- 
neſtly and Diligently employ d: And are 
thereby freed from thoſe Temptations which 
JdieneſS alone, without any other Incentive, is 
but too apt to miniſter to moſt Men. 

By this they are delivered from another Dan- 
ger, and yet ſtronger Temptation to Sin, that 
of Want and Laine ſß: Whilft being accuſtom- 
ed to a Life of Labour and Diligence, they 

have neither Leiſure to contrive, nor Oppor- 
ho!

tunity to execute, nor Occaſion to recur to, 
any wicked and unlawful Means of providing 
for their Neceſſities; which their conſtant In= 
duſtry in that good, and honeſt Way, in which 
hey here brought up, ſufficiently prevents. 
Thus are theſe Poor Children, in every re- 
ſpect, taught of God: For we cannot doubt 
but that where ſuch good Care is taken of their 
outward Jaſtruction, and Conduct; God will 
never be wanting to make it perfect, by the 
in ward Sanctification, and Grace, of his Hoh 
Spirit. How our Other Children are provided 
for in this reſpect, I ſhall not need to fay. 
The Multicude of our Publick Schools, many of 
them plentifully Endow'd for this very Pur- 
poſe, in all the Parts of the Realm: The Num- 
ber and Greatneſs of our Colleges in our Two 
famous Univerſities; ſuch as no other Nation in 
the World can boaſt of: And that unuſual 
Concern which the Example of theſe Poor 
Childrens Education has raiſed in thoſe ob 
better Abilities for the good Inſtruction of 
their own, beyond what was ever known in 
former Times, ſufficiently ſpeak it to us: And 
may altogether encourage us to hope, that as 


Y no People ever took more, or greater Care, to 
. have All their Children taught of God; ſo we 172 
7 oh 905 os alſo, 
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alſo, in due time, reap the conſequent Bleſſing 
of it, mentioned in the Text; and that Great 
ſhall be the Peace F our Children. 3 
And indeed he muſt have been a very care- 
leſs Obſerver of the Propidential Diſpenſations of 
God towards this Church and Nation, ſince the 
Time that this Improvement of Religious In- 
ſtruction began to be revived among us, who 
has not * remarked ſomewhat very extra-

2dly, That this Charity may be as wiſely ma- 
naged to the obtaining of thele Bleſſings, as 
it is juſtly to be hoped it ſhall continue to 
be highly. Encouraged by all of us in order 
thereunto; it ſhould be the ſpecial Care of 
all thoſe Who are concern d in the Direction

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| Now thoſe 1 rake to be eſpecially theſe 
Three :., Chriſtian Knowledge 5 a Religious Pra- 
ctice; and a Uſeful Induſtry. By the frſt of 


which, a good Foundation will be laid of 


Vertue and Piety in their Minds: By the Se- 
cond, they will attain to the habitual Diſcharge 
of it: And by the Third, will be ſecured a- 
gainſt the Dangers and Temptations which 


always attend an idle Courſe of Life; and, 


if not prevented, will be likely to render the 
beſt Education vain and of no Effect. 
Here therefore, as I truſt there is, ſo I think 
there ſhould be, the utmoſt Care taken, to 
ſee that theſe poor Children be put into the 


Hands of Maſters and Miſtreſſes, duly qua- 
| ified to promote theſe Purpoles. That they 
be Perſons capable of inſtructing them in all

It is a Misfortune never to be ſufficiently 
lamented by all who wiſh well either to 
the Glory of God, the Peace of. their Coun- 
try, or the Intereſts of the Church by Law 
Eſtabliſh d, (and which, as it the beſt HR 


ſo we hope it ſhall always continue to be 


the moſt carefully ſupported by all of us; ) 
that there ſhould be any ſuch ching as Par- 


ty, or Diviſion, among us. That a Church fo 


wiſely Reformed, and fo happily Conſtituted, 
both in its Worſhip, Doctrine, and Govern- 


ment, as the Church of England apparently is, 


ſhould have any to take Offence at her Or- 
ders, or to ſeparate from her Communion. 
That a Government ſo prudently contrived, 


and ſo admirably tempered, that as the Ring : 


wants no Power which a good Prince would 


deſire; ſo neither does any People uadet 


| ches among the Directors of it, or Contributers 
to it, be utterly laid aſide: As that which, if 


Heaven enjoy its Liberty, either in ſo full a 


Manner, or upon ſo firm a Security, as We

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of this Nation do; and the Adminiſtra· 
tion whereof is now in the Hands of a 
Monarch, as Able, as He is Deſi irons, to Pro-

and diſaffected Perſons; that it even amazes
